Tae sudden death of the Eastern 
Ewpress has put natives and foreigners 
in an attitude of expectation. For 
twenty years this great country, far 
the largest Lomogeneous Empire that 
bas existed in historical times, has been 
governed by two women, the first and 
second wives of the Emperor Hsien 
Féng. Little as is known even by the 
members of the Legations at Peking of 
what aotually goes on within the 
sacred walls of the Forbidden City, it 
has been a matter of no question that 
the two Dowagers lave not contented 
themselves with a nominal reign, but 
have actually, personally, swayed the 
Government of the country. Genera. 
tions of foreigners in China are so 
short, and the two Empresses 
held their power undisputed for so 
many years, that they were popularly 
supposed to be old, and their death 
has been speculated on, on that ground: 
but as a matter of fact, the elder of 
the two, the Enstern Empress, who has 
just ascended in the fairy car, was only 
born in the year that Queen Victoria 
came to the Throne. Had she live 
for another year or two, she might 
have expected to survive for at least 
twenty years more, and for at least 
that period we shonld probably have 
seon little change in the policy of 
Peking. The Western Empress, who 
has been ill for some time, and the 
news of whose death, however un« 
welcome, would not be heard with 














-muach surprise, is atill younger than 
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the legitimate wife of Hsien Féug, 
and might fairly have hoped for a still 
longer lease of power. 

Te it was the expected that happened, 
iE we could roally penetrate into the 
motives and movements of the Court 
at Peking, and if things there followed 
Western analogies, the death of the 
principal and the serious illness of the 
younger Regent might be a~ grave 
matter to foreigners as well as Chinese. 
The Emperor is under twelve years 
old, and it is very unlikely that his 
education bas been such as to enable 
him to grasp the of power him. 
self, even if his courtiers would allow 
it, New Regents will have to be 
appointed ; the Emperor's own mother 
has no chiauce of sucha promotion, and 
between the Emperor’s father, the 
Prince of Ch’an, and his uncle, Prince 
Kung, there is a long-standing rivalry, 
which may uot bo casily arranged 
without. a straggle, ‘Tso Tsung-l’ang 
is opportunely in Peking with the 
prestige of his successes on him, and 
may possibly bo a partisan of the Priuce 
of Ol'an, while Li Hung-chang is close 
at hand with his army, at Tiontsin, and 
will porhaps like to be consulted in the 
appointment of the new Regency. In 
Nanking: is the Viceroy Lia, who has 
already bad power enough to impede, 
if not altogether to arrest, the construc. 
tion of the proposed railway, aud whose 
rapid advance to the highest Vicoroyalty 
in the Empire, shows that he is not 
without powerful friends, These three 
great meu may take different sides 
with different members of the Imperial 
family, or, boing all three Chinamen, 
they may combine to unsent tho 
Manchus altogether. How, indeed, the 
present Mauch dynasty has kept up 
its power so loug it is difficult to 
understand, Tho Mancha garrisons in 
the chief cities of the Empire have 
long siuce ceased to be of any uso in 
controlling the Chinese: what troops 
there are of any value scattered about 
the country are Chinese with Chinese 
officers, But it is very doubtful 
whether there is any such feeling in 
the country gouerally as would find 
expression in the cry of “China for 
the Chinese!” Successive invaders of 
Chiua have always adopted the laws 
and customs of the conquered country, 
aud the present dynasty bas beeu no 
exception to this rule. The Mancha 
rulers have, as we see now, never been 
carofal to exclude eminent Chinamen 
fiom power, lave never filled the 
high oxccutive offices of the country 
with their own relations: and it makes 
little difference to the merchant in the 
city, or to the agricullurist on his farm, 
whether the Dragon Throne is occupied 
by a Mauchu or a Chinaman. It is 
uulikely that one man in a thousand 
iu this vast population bas avy 
sympathy with, or conceives that he 
hing anything to gain by, change of 
Government, It is more than prob- 
uble that the ouly result of the death 
of the two Empresses, should the 
iiluess of the mother of T'ang Chih 




















unfortunately prove fatal, wonld be 
the transfer of power in the Palace 
from oue to another of the Imperial 
Princes, and that ontside the walls 
of Peking all would go on as before. 
Tolegraphs and railways might be 
delayed or hastened by such short 
jeriods as would only count as minutes 
the extended life of this oldest of 
jlised vations, bat that any such 
entaclysm as we have seen suggested, 
would be cxused by a change of 
Regents wo are quite unable to believe. 
It is trae that the Prince of Ch’an was 
credited some years ago with the 
design of driving all foreigners into 
the sen, and his friend Tso, 
by his anccess with Rarsia, might 
confirm the  Prince’s —anti-foreign 
feeling ; bat we have little fear-that 
those feelings would break into overt 
acts of hostility. Our safe 
haps more than we re 
rivalries of the great supporters of the 
iron ; and if one of them proposed 

atinck on foreigners, the others 
it be trusted to take our part. 

Tt has been often remarked that the 
actors in grent events cannot realise 
their magnitude. ‘They are too near 
the stage lo judge the true proportions 
of the scene they are engaged in. So it 
is that few of us realise what a notable 



































thing in. history will appear tho 
successful government of the Chiuese 
Empire for twenty years by two 
women, comparatively young aud uever 
educated for the purple. ‘They have 
Kept peace abroad aud order at home. 
They have put down two rebellions 
aud many minor risings; they have 
maintained tranquillity among ambi- 
tious Viceroys; tbey have recovered

neighbour, aud have seon their country 
make a largo step forward ou the path 
of progress, We have often smiled at 
the two old Indies in Peking; but 
Listory will record with wonder and 
approbation low woll and intelligently 
they have governed their country.

‘Telegraphic news was received here this 
morning of the sinking of the China 
Merchants’ Company steamer Hochung, 
Captain R. Petersen, off Ockseu, by 
H.B.M.’s gunboat Lapwing, Commander 
Soott, All lives were saved, but the 
steamer, which was bound from Swatow 
to Shanghai, is said to be a total wreck. 
Her crew and passengers have reached 
Amoy, and it is supposed they were 
taken there by the Lapwing, which left 
this port on the 13th inst, for Hongkong. 
The collision took place about 10 o'clock 
on Sunday night, the 17th inst. ‘Tho 
agent of the P, & O. Company has also 
a telegram to the effect that the 
Company’s steamer Zambesi, which left 
‘Hongkong with the mails on the 16th inst., 
was detained four hours at sea at the 
request of the commander of the Lapwing. 

Mr. R. J. Forrest took charge of H.B,M.’s 
Consulate at Amoy on tho 1st inst. 
Excellency Senhor E, Callado, the 
Brazilian Minister, has gone to Tientsin 
by the C.M.S.N. Co.'s steamer Hankwang. 

His Excellency the Netherlands Minister 
arrived from Hongkong on Friday by 
the M.M. Co.’s steamer Ozus, and has left 
for Tientsin by the C.M.S.N. Co.’s steamer 
Fungshun, 

King Kalakaua is Grand Master of the 
Masonic Body in his own country, and we 
understand that the R.W.D.G. Master of 
Northern China, (E.C.) Bro. ©.

‘The principal event on the programme, as 
far as amusement was concerned, was a 
‘Temperance dialogue given by three young 
ladies and three gentlemen, Though not 
affording many opportunities for the display 
of great histrionic ability, full advantage 
was taken of those it contained, and the 
piece from beginning to ond was interrupted 
avery few minutes with well-merited aud 
Jond applause fromtheaudionce. The young 
ladies especially are to be congratulated 
on the way in which they sustained their 





parts. The platform had been well fitted 
up asa stage, and all the performers were 
called before'the curtain at the close of the 
piece. The Rev. Mr. Crawford, Chaplain 
of the United States flagship Richmond, 
gave an address, which afforded an 
example for future speakers on the same 
platform to follow, alike as to length, 
point, clearness, and mode of delivery. 
The band of the Richmond once more 
laid the members of the Lodge under 
a heavy obligation by giving four selec- 
tions in their best style, Everything 
on the programme was well received, and a 
vooal duet between a Brother and Sister, 
accompanied by Mr. Iburg on the piano, 
was encored. The proceedings terminated 
shortly after ten o'clock, a very pleasant 
evening having beon spent by all present. 

‘The Easter decorations at the Cathedral, 
though not so profuse as in previous 
years, are most artistic and pretty, reflect- 
ing great credit on the fair hands that 
devoted the whole of Saturday to the work. 
‘The font is almost enveloped in floral 
beauly, in which moss and ferns, brought 
specially from the neighbourhood of 
Ningpo, and wreaths of ivy, aro relieved 
by camelias, geraniums, pansies and snow- 
Arops, the tivo latter of which are arranged 
in crosses and appropriate devices, whilo 
the other flowers aro displayed with an 
effect that produces excessive beauty with- 
out undue profuseness. The same may be 
said of the ornamentations of the pulpit 
and lectern, and of the display at the altar 
and chancel rails, while the altar itself is 
adorned with a satin and gold cloth. On 
@ super-altar, are three beautiful floral 
crosses, each of which betrays evidence of 
considerable decorative skill, and an 
entirely new feature aro six bannerets 
hanging on the wall near the altar—two 
Tona and tio Latin crosses, and two bear- 
ing the initials LH.S. The offect is most 
striking when walking up the contre aisle, 
and is calculated to make one believe that 
this labour of love at particular seasons of 
tho year has developed into an encouraging 
science. And those to whom the credit is 
due obtained the best thanks it was possible 
for them to receive—large congregations 
at the services on Sunday. Both services 
were full choral, with the anthems “The 
Lord is my Strength,” and This is the 
Day,” in the morning and evening respec- 
tively. Aun Easter anthem was also sung 
in place of the Venite, and two most appro- 
priate and able sermons were preached by 
the Rev. J, Bates of Ningpo—in the 
morning from the text II Timothy, 2c. 
8 v.; and in the evening from the text, 
Revelations 1 c. 10».

Shortly before four o'clock on Monday 
afternoon, as the 0.0.8.N. Co.’s steamer 
Pechili was coming up the river on the 
flood tide and a strong wind blowing 
almost dead aft, she was cartied into 
dangerous proximity to the Kungwo, lying 
at the wharf just below the M.B. Co.'s 
steamer Hiroshima Maru, and her anchor 
was dropped. Her stem just cleared the 
bows of the Kungwo, but her stern veered 
round towards the shore, and struck one 
of the smaller pontoons of Heard’s Wharf, 
smashing the bridge connecting it with 
the shore, When the Pechili became 
stationary, she was across tho bows of the 
Kwngwo, but fenders had beon lowered 
between the vessels, and neither of them 
seemed to have sustained much damage, 

From the annual returns by H. G. 
‘Tomsett, Harbour-master at Hongkong, it 
appears that the total tonnage entered 
in the Department for the year 1880 
amounted to 4,185,845 tons, being an 
increase of 63,177 tons over the tonnage 
entered in 1879, ‘Thore was an increaso of 
tonnage in 1880 on 1879 of 126,879 tons 
from the coast of Chiua and Formosa, of 
17,881 tons from the continent of Europo, 
of 47,586 tons from Great Britain, 19,175 
tons from Japan, aud of 25,484 tons from 
tho Island of Hainan and tho Gulf of 
‘Tonquin. ‘There was a decreaso of 40,486 
tons from Cochin-China, of 7,527 tons 
from the Philippine Islands, and of 16,425 
tons from Siam.

while the Aksuarmy; which extends from

Apropos of tho'recent telegrams we have 
Feveived':from/Reuter in reference to war- 
like ‘preparations. in France, the following 
portivulars'in reference to the French’ 
atmy will’ bo’ road with interest :—'The 
French’. army at present under arms 
numbers 498, 497 men, or quite twice the 
number of those actually with the standards 
at-tho outbreak of the war of 1870-71. The 
average number of afk and absent on‘ 
leave; or: froin other causes, is 39,000, 
leaving 459,497 for disposal at an hour's 
notice, Of these 52,750 are employed in 
Algeria, leaving roughly 400,000 for the 
Asfence of Franco. The total effective 
composed of 283,563 infantry; 66/758 
cavalry ; 60,762 artillery ; 11,005 engineers; 
116,600 ‘traindes equipages, 26,459, gen- 
darmes: and 4,174 on staff sor ‘Ther 
are in all 26,968 officers; and 121,914 sub- 
officers.. The lovies for the year 1881 
consist of 335j964 mon of tho reserve, and 
142,901 territorial troops. Adding these 
to.the forces of the permanent army, wo 
ha¥e the enormous total of 977,362 men on 
active servicd during the present year, out 
of @ total. population of less than forty 
millions. ‘The preparation of war material, 
and its accumulation in the vicinity of the 
Gorman, ‘Swiss, and Italian frontiers, is 
rapidly being carried on. ‘Tho Courier du 
Soir of Paria writes, “they are labouring 
with extraordinary activity to complete our 
military organisation. It is said that finan- 
cial measures.are being taken with the 
same object, and that considerable stores 
of. provisions are being got ready.” 

It is reported that it has beon decided to 
introduce tha-olectric light in Indian rail- 
way stations, in accordance with-a recom- 
mendation of Mr. Louis Schwondler, the 
Superintending Electrician of the Govern- 
ment of India, Messrs. Siemen’s dynamo- 
electric machines, with some modifications, 
and the Serrin lamp will be employed.

Daphne, 
in Hongkong harbour; on the night of the 
5th inst; aud a yood clear light was shed 
for'a considerable distance around the 
vessel, althongh, as the Mail was informed, 
the machitie was then ouly working’ up to 
two-thirds of its full power. Four of the 
vessels ‘of this line have already been’sup- 
plied with this valuable appliance, The 
apparatus is somewhat costly, but of great 
importance and value in enabling the ves- 
sels carrying them to move safely in or out 
of port on dark nights or during fogs, and 
so- frequently avviding the necessity aud 
dolay of anchoring.

DEATH OF THE 
SENIOR EMPRESS REGENT. 
Our ‘ientsin correspondent, under date 
of the 8th.inst., writes as follows :—I have 
just heard of the death of the Eastern 
Empress. Cause of death’ not known, but 
it is supposed to be tho result of an affec- 
tion of the heart. Her death was very 
sudden and quite unexpected. She was 
only ill a few hours, and died on Friday, 
(the 8th inst.) As the Western Empress 
has long b invalid, and several times 
lately on the point of death, the Eastern 
Eupresshasalono been at the head ofatfairs, 
It will bo interesting to note what changes 
her death will bring about.” The Eastern 
Empress was the first wife of the Emperor 
Hien Féng, while the Western Empress 
was his second wife and the mother of his 
successor tothe Throne, T’ung-chib, who was 
‘a minor at the time of his accession, in 
August, 1861, and the Eastern and Western 
Empressos were appoiuted Regeuts. ‘Pung 
Chih died on the 12th of January, 1875, aud 
on the following day Imperial decrees 
announced the adoption of Tsai T’ien, son 
of the Seventh Prinee, (Princo of Ch'un, 
younger brother of Prince Kung) and 
cousin of T’ung Chih, as hvir to the Throne, 
and three days later he was proclaimed 
Emperor under the title of Kwang Si. 
Being at the time between three and four 
years of age, the tio Empresses Dowager 


























resumed their former Regency, and 
in reality, thou:h to what practical 
extent is uot genorally known, at least 
to foreigners, they have controlled the 
affairs of the Empire. In the present 
state of affairs in the capital, with Prince 
Kung, Prince Ch’an, H.E. Li Hung-chaug, 
and the successful general of the North- 
west, ‘Tso ‘l'sung-t'ang, striving for an 
ascendancy of power, it will, as our corre- 
spondent states, be interesting to no'e what 
changes the death of the Eastern Empress 
will bring about. We can ouly hope that 
the threatened complications will not lead 
to a similar coup d’étut as that which 
darkened the. first year of the reign of 
Tung-Chih, when the Princes of I 
and Ching, and Su Shu-en were put to

As We constantly observed tho 
vigour of Her movements, and the diligence 
with which She devoted Herself early and 
late to the administration of the affairs of 
State, Our heart was rejoiced und consoled, 
for We had hoped that the term of Her 
well-being would be yet farther prolonged, 
and that She might have the happiness of 
attaining to the completion of the century. 
Upon the 7th of the moon (April 6th), 
the Motherly person. was suddenly indis- 
posed, and remedial medicines were at 
once administered, which it was thought 
would immediately restore Her to comfort, 
Contrary to expectation, however, Her 
complaint suddenly assumed a grave form 
‘on the 10th (8th April) ; mucous secretions 
welled up, breathing became impeded, and 
Sho gradually grew worse, until at the Hsit 
period of the day (7-9 p.m.) Her spirit sped 
upwards far away. We bowailed Our griof 
to Heaven, and lay prostrate on the earth 
as We cried aloud in lamentation. Our 
anguish knew no bounds, We have 
reverently received the testamentary charge 
of Her Majesty that the mourning garb shall 
be laid aside at the ond of seven and twenty 
days, but to do this, Our feeling, in very 
truth, will not consent, and it will be Our 
duty, in accordance with previous usages, 
to wear white mourning for one hundred 
days, and to clothes Ourselves in mourning 
garb for twenty-seven months, that We 
may in some slight degree give expression 
to the depth of Our woe. With regard to 
Her injuuctions that We shall make an 
effort to restrain Our griof, as it is Our 
first duty to consider the- affairs of 
the State as of primary importance; ‘while 
fulfilment of Our duties in this particular 
will bring consolation to the heart of the 
Empress Tz'ti-Hsi-Tuan-Yu-K’ang-Yi-Chao- 
Yu-Chuang-Ch’éng, who has taught and 
nurtured Us, dare We do otherwise than 
obey with reverence the commands She has 
bequeathed to Us to make a strong effort to 
put a limit to Our grief? 

Let all the rites and ceremonies proper 
to State mourning be reverently and 
diligently superintonded by Yi Téung, 
Prince of Tun ; Yi Hsin, Prince of Kung 
the Beiléh Yi K’uang; Ching Shou, 
Minister of the Presence ; Pao Yiin, Grand 
Secretary; Ling Kuei, Assistant Grand 
Secretary and President of a Board; and 
the Presidents En Cli'éng and Wéng 
Tung-ho.

This interval takes 
us back to an almost entirely mythical 
period ; to the much-sang days of Yao 
and Shun, ‘when Chi were 
securing by incest aggression the 
Jand that they at present hold. » China 
has never adopted special policies of 
defence or attack at any time. Early 
in her history she was engaged in 
acquiring, enlarging and cousolidat- 
ing her territory; later on sbe has 
been aggressive or defensive as 
occasion demanded, but she has 
never occupied a special attitude, as 















the Professor seems to imagine, She 
has not yet succeeded in ousting 


foreigners from her ports by fair com- 
petition; and the establishment of a 
Chinese line of steamers las not had 
the effect of driving foreign-owned 
steamers off the water. It is trae that 
that line is now flourishing and its 
operations are likely to be. extended, 
received no such develop- 
present as to excite the 
apprebeusion or jealousy of foreigners 
engaged in the coasting trade. For. 
eiguers here see nothing to confirm the 
mysterious fears of Chinese powor 
which are so often reiterated in some 
English newspapers ; aud we believe 
that wo know more about the condition 
aud prospects of the country. than the 
professionial doctrinaires who .write 
for the reviews, aud are constantly 
expecting China to take a place asa 
factor in European politics which only 
exists in their own apprehension. 

It is the fear, then, of Chinese aggres- 
sion, a most unwarrantable fear, that 
induoes some politicians and publicists 
to advocate the ratification of the 
recent treaty. Mr. Holwill, while 
coutroverting this point, touches inci- 
doutally on tho acousation that tho 
Chinese are bad citizens because they 
spend uothing in California, but send 
or take out of the country all the 
money they can save. But the Chinese 
in San Francisco alone pay $2,800,000 
fa year for rent; over $4,000,000 for 
taxes, and $900,000 in Customs’ daties ; 
as long as they are such liberal contri- 
butors.to the fands of ‘the -city in 
which they are, the ory to expel them 
may be loud but not influential, and 
the expulsion demanded is not likely 
to be put in force. 

‘Mr. Holwill speaks with some admira- 
tion of the olanse in the new treaty 
forbidding citizens of the United States 
to carry or deal in opium. He believes 
the Chinese Government to be iu 
earnest in the matter, and thinks that 
imilar treaties can be made with 
Fraueo and Germany, the Chinese 
will soon be able to: persuade Great 
Britain to prohibit, or at least 
restrict the exportation from India 
of -the noxious drag. We oon 
ler it doubtfal that the Chinese are 
in earnest, and we feel sure that 
the British Government will not be 
influenced by any. such treaty as the

made, We notice that the merchants 
of Boston have protested against the 
treaty; and it is absurd that Ameri- 
cans should be debarred from carrying 
or dealing in opium, while Ohinose 
merchants deal in it/froely and every 
Chinese steamer carries it eagerly.

(Chinese) type. Probably the Musco- 
vite gun-vessels would be intended to

‘The fleet, taken as a whole, is not in 
a good condition for warfaro on a 
stormy and dangerous const, whoso 
difficulties would be increased by the 
destruction of all light-houses, one of 
the first steps taken in time of war. 
‘Tho iron-clads are,one and all, defective. 
The Minin has, notoriously, grave 
faults of design and construction. ‘The 
Poarsky is thinly plated, so as not to 
be entitled to rank as an armoured 
ship. The General Admiral and Duc 
@HEdimbourg float about 800 tons 
deeper than they ought, so that it has 
boon proposed to strip off their armour 
bolts. The Pervenetz is of a type 
that became obsolete in 1867, when 
Admiral Paris, by his propositions, 
made a new departure in the science 
of naval architecture. The engines of 
all the irouolads, and of the corvettes 
too, with one or two exceptions, give 
trouble, and—judging from observa. 
tion, the nature of repairs effected, 
eto.—it is oortain that to original 
defectivenoss of design and construc- 
tion, the fitting is bad also, A fow 
months of continuous naval operations 
on the China seas would have been 
borne ill by the Russian ironel and 
other vessels, 

‘Tho sloops are also by no means of 
first-rate quality, and could not for 
effectiveness compare with the new 
vessels of the British and French fleet, 
It is said that the most efficient sloop 
of the Russian fleet is the Zabiaca, an 
iron sloop built by Messrs. Cramp 
and Son of Philadelphia, U.S. Much, 
however, may be expected from the 
Jaroslav, the new corvette-privateer- 
trader designed by one of the most 
celebrated constructors of Europe, and 
built and engined by the Forges et 
Chautiers of Toulon. If this vessel 
answers all expectations, and her per- 
formances will be anxiously scanned by 
both the English and French Govern- 
ments, no doabt the result will 
that mail packets and swift tra 
steamers will be in fatare built on a 
like plan to hers, as the Government 
of a maritime nation would gladly 
defray all extra costs so as to have 
at all times at disposal for imme. 
iate war service, a merchant steamer 
that can be in a few days converted 
into an efficient corvette or armed 
transport. 

The Jaroslav promises tobe immeasur- 
ably superior to the three privateer 
cruisers of the Patriotic Society. These 
three, vessels cannot cope with men-of- 
war, but are. likely to be very efficient 
































the work for which they were 
designed, viz; to prey on an enemy’s 
maritime trade. 

The difficulties of the Russian fleet 
would have been excessive, owing to 
the remoteness of the primary base of 
operations—Cronstadt, and the utter 
insufficiency and imperfectness of the 
secondary base, Wladivostock, In fact, 
it is dobateable whether any consider- 
able uaval operations could have been 
takon, excopt on the Yangtszo line. 
The fleet, too, was not adequate in 
force or composition to have under- 
taken a general blockade of the coast 
ports, 

Now, considering that the ships, in 
hull and machinery, are not in first-rate 
order, and therefore not fit for the 
continued strains of an ardaons service ; 
also that the naval reserves, if they 
exist at all, are remote, so that loss or 
disaster could not be made good with. 
out excessive delay, it will be seen that 
naval campaign depended 
on the decision of Japan, Hongkong 
and its docks would in time of war be 
closed to belligerents ; Amoy and Foo- 
chow docks and the Mamoi Arsenal,

strained the resources of the Russian 
Empire. 




















‘THR INTEMPERANCE OF ‘THE TEMPERANCE 
cause.” 
Ir is one of the evils-of drink that it 
leads s great many good and well 
meaning men to uphold teaching of 
which exaggeration is the priucipal 
feature, What is known as tho 
‘Temperance cause has uever been able 
to be temperate; its supporters, forget 
fal of tho axiom of all great moral 
teachers, including Confucius and 
Socrates, that virtue lies in the menn, 
invoke probibition and call it Temper- 
ance; and by the wilful misrepresenta- 
tion with which they bolster up their 
cause, disgust men of moderate views, 
who would gladly assist them in attain. 
ing their object, if that object really 
were what its name professes it to be. 
While it is diffionlt to exaggerate the 
evils of drunkenness, the evils of drink 
are always exaggerated. We may apply 











to these too thorongh-going reformers 
the words of Professor Blackie :— 

“They know not in mystical wedlock to join 

‘With pisty pleasure, and wisdom with win 
‘The evil results of drunkenness are so 
patent, the harm it does to society 
generally and to individuals in our 
own circles are so coustantly before 
us, that we shrink from impeding 
the exertions of those even who go 
too far in their endeavours to remove 
the -causes of these ills; but no 
cause can wholly prosper that is not 
founded on truth, and whatever may 
be true of drunkenness, drink is not 
the accursed thing which Temperance 
orators brand it as being, but, 
moderately employed, is a very good 
and wholesome thing. There are of 
course men so weak that they cannot 
use the “ good familiar” moderately, but 
society cannot tolerate that a thing 
good in itself should be denied to all, 
because it is abused by a fow. 

With all their faults, our local 
‘Tomporauce societies hiave doue a great 
amount of good in this community, and 
the readiness with which they welcome 
on thoir platform the assistance of 
people who are known not to be testo. 
tallers, shows that they are not such 
thorough-going enomies to alcohol, as 
Senator Blair of Now Hampshire in 
the United States, This gontloman 
has introduced into the Senate an 
amendment to the Constitution provid- 
ing that on and after Ist January, 
1900, throughout the United States no 
alcobolio distilled liquors, uo intoxicat- 
ing liquors, can be mavufactured or sold, 
and none imported into the country or 
exported from xcept for medical, 
mechanical, chemical or scientific pur- 
poses; nor can tho illicit fluids be 
transported through any part of the 
United States. This resolution has at 
least the merit of being intense. Ib 
gives the American people nineteen 
years more in which they may drink 
and be merry indeed; but probably 
these nineteen years may be necessary 
to enable American fiuanciers to dis- 
cover other sources from which the 
largo revenue now derived from the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicants 
may be substituted; and to enable the 
army of citizens who live by the manu- 
facture, salo and taxation of the illicit 
fluids, to find other m 
There is no probability whatever of 
Senator Blair’s resolation being adopted 
by tho Amorican people, and it is 
therefore a little difficult to see why it 
has been presented; for it can do no 
real good to the cause for which he 
fights, to have its supporters brand 
themselves as fanatics, The half is 
still often more than the whole, and 
those who try to get the whole too 
often get nothing, It is no use telling 
people that wine and beer do not do 
them good, as long as their own sensa- 
tions contradiot the statement; and the 
world generally is not unselfish enough 
to give up what it likes and what it 
is convinced does it no harm, in order 
that a few may be deprived of the 
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opportunity of excess, ‘The enemies 
of opium declare thnt the moderate 
opium-smoker, always without excep- 
tion, becomes an excessive smoker, aud 
can never break himself of the habit. 
This we know to be an exaggeration 
bat it is still forther from the trath 
to say that every moderate drinker is 
likely to become a drunkard. Far the 
majority of those who use intoxican 
ug them moderately and never become 
drunkards ; and to ask them to deprive 
themselves altogether of their rational 
enjoyment, is a fruitless absurdity. 
The preachers of tectotalism do more 
harm than good by such ill-foauded 
arguments as those ou which Senator 
Blair relies to support his proposed 
amendment. 

There is much reason to beli 
good is done to society by the probibi- 
tory enactments that are in force in some 
parts of the world, The Mahomedane, 
to whom is forbidden, hat 
beon an admirably moral peopl 
in the State of Maine, the home of 
the Mnine liquor law, as it is called, 
high authority declares that there has 
been an enormous multiplication of 
crime and divorce, as well na of cnses 
of insnnily during tho thirty years of 
the Prohibitory Law.

some other form. Not for @ moment 
70 to see the enemies of 
relax in their efforts to 
check it: but we would see a little 
more wisdom in the means employed, 
a little more readinoss to recollect that 
even the Devil is not so black as he is 
painted. There are millions of men 
who enjoy their occasional glass aud 
their daily pipe or cigar with no present 
or future harm to themselves or those 
around them, and to warn them that 
every drankard must ouce have beon a 
moderate drinker is as sensible as to 
warn a swimmer that everyone who is 
drowned begins by getting into the 
water. We trast our local Societies 
will not suffer by the loss of the 
energetic champion who has just gone 
Home; we believe that any loss they 
may suffer would be amply made up, 
if they conducted the straggle with 
more reason and less exaggeration. 












































ENGLAND, FRANCE AND THE EUFIDA 
DISPUTE. 

‘As the telegram which we publish on 

another page inform us that therelations 

between France and the sniall State of 

Tanis are becoming critical, somo parti- 





culars of the latter may be interesting 
to our readers. It is situated in the 
coutral part of the northern coast of

eighty miles of Sicily. Ite position 
therefore makes it the most important 
of all the countries in northern Africa. 
‘The dimensions of the State are about 
300 miles from north to south and 
some 65 to 140 miles from east to 
west, the average width being aboat 
100 miles, so that the area of Tunis 
may be estimated at 30,000 square 
miles, Its people have always been 
warlike aud commercial, and were 
the terror and detestation of the 
Romans, if the height of their power. 
Tn the middle ages, its inhabitants 
and the Saracous invaded southern 
Enrope, and after it fell into the hands 
of the Mahomedan pirates in the 
ixteenth century, it was a constant 
annoyance to the Christian States. 
jn its coast are many excellent 
harbours, which were the resort of 
the Barbary corsairs and slavers; in 
them they fitted out the fleets and 
vessols with which they committed 
groat ravages on the commerce of all 
nations trading in the Mediterranean. 
In 1656, Admiral Blake, with a powerfal 
fleet, the first that had appeared in these 
seas since tho time of the Crus 
having compelled the Dey of Algiers 
to make peace, appeared before ‘Tunis, 
destroyed two castles, and forced the 
Bey to promise that his pirati 
subjects should not in fatare commit 
epredations on the English. France 
and Holland afterwards took the same 
course, but the agreements into which 
the Bey entered wore very imperfectly 
carried, out and indeed wore scarcely 
observed until 1816, when Lord 
Exmoutb, who, with a large naval 
force had inflicted condign punishment 
on Algeirs, threatened the same to 
Tunis, when the slavery of Christians 
was abolished for e1 The inbabit- 
ants of the State are of many races— 
Turks, Moors, and Jews ; the capital is 
the city of Tunis, a large and flourish. 
ing port on the Gulf of the same name, 
a little to the south of ancient 
Carthage. The population is prob- 
ably about 125,000 to 150,000, ana i 
na more motley character than 
tho inhabitants of the State generally, 
who, according to late statistics, number 
2,100,000, of whom 45,000 are Jews, 
25,000 Catholics, and tho remainder, 
except a few hundred Protestants and 
Greeks, are Mahomedans. 

The regular army of Tunis consists 
of seven regiments of infantry, four 
battalions of artillery, and a small body 
of cavalry, but in time of war the latter 
can be raised to 30,000. The equip- 
mout of the regular army is said to 

navy consists of 
two ships of war, viz., a despatch-boat, 
of 500 tons and 160 H.P., aud carry-

‘The Eufida dispute is simple enough. 
A Pasha had mortgaged his estates to 
the Societé Marseillaise, and the interest 
fell into arrears, on which the Frouch 
Compsiny proceeded to foreclose. Levy, 
a British subject, held land adjoining, 
and claimed his right of pre-emption. 
Bat the Marseilles Company had 
eudeavoured to evade this by making 
‘& nentral belt round the lands, so as to 
destroy the contiguity of the estates, a 
device that might well inve originated 
in the brain of the typical low attorney 
of fiction, but which was adopted and 
supported by the reprosentative of 
France, 

For some years past, the Fronch hay 
been endeavouring to establish an 
protectorate over Tunis, and have 
always displayed much auessiness 
and irritation when any favour bas 
been shown to the representatives or 
subjects of any other nation. 
,|Bey and his people like the Ttaliaus, 
with whom the chief part of their trade 
is carried on, better than the Fronch, 
and some years ago conferred on the 
Rubattino Railway Company a cones. 
sion which their rivals wore very 
desirous to obtain. On that aud 
subsequent occasions, the extreme 
sensitiveness of the French on all 
Tanisian matters and questions has 
been sbown, while it seems to be 
evident that the Italian officials, 
merchants and engineers, have been 
growing in favour, England bas very 
little interest in the affairs of the 
Tanis regency, or indeed of the king- 
dom. But in the Bufida dispute one of 
the partios is a British subject and has 
claimed protection for his rights from 
the Foreign Office. In this affair the 
French Chargé d’Affaires would seem 
to have been in the wrong. The British 
subject was in possession of tho land, 
which his labourers were tilling, and 
on which his cattle were grazing, when 
ageuts of the Marseilles Company hired 
a tribe of Algerian Arabs who attacked 
and dispossessed the agents of the 
Englishman, with tho knowledge of 
the French representative at Tunis. 
According to Mabomedan law, Mr. 
Levy, the British subject, bad the right 
of pre-emption to the land, and it 
seems that his right can scarcely be 
contested, as France, England and 
other European Powers, had recognized 
and guaranteed Mahomedau law in all 
matters relating to Jand tenure. Bat 
it appears from the little that has 
been allowed to appear in the French 
newspapers on this matter, that neither 
the French Ministry nor the Marsvilles 
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Company are willing to submit the 
dispute to.a Tanis tribunal, notwith- 
standing the assurances which Lord 
Granville gave to the House of Peers 
that the matter would be settled in 
that manner. When the last mail left 
England, the French idea was to submit 
the affair to the arbitration of an 
English Judge, aud everything seemed 
in a fair way to an arrangement being 
made... But at tho same time it had 
become known that the French Consul 
at Tunis had had a stormy’ scone 
with the Bey ; that the latter had com- 
plained bitterly of the high-handed 
proceedings of the French Government, 
and that great excitement prevailed 
among the Tunisians. Until further aud 
more ample news is received, we cau 
only guess at the meaning of the para- 
graph in the last telegrams relating to 
the French preparations for war, but 
there would appear to be scarcely any 
room for doubt that these must be iv 
consequence of the complications in 
which the French Chargé d’Affaires 
hes embroiled his Government. If 
it be so, Italy is not likely to stand 
aloof and .seo the interests of her 
subjects sacrificed and the French 
established as close neighbours to 
Sicily, The relations between Tunis 
d the. Porte tend still further to 
involve matters, and if Reuter’s tele- 
gram, is founded on facts, there are in 
this paltry Tunis affair, possibilities 
sufficient to set the Kingdoms of 
Europe by the ears. Bat we hops the 
French Government will be’ sensible 
enongh to avoid pushing matters to an 
‘extremity, as there appears to be little 
doubt that the indiscretion of their 
representative has placed them in the 
wrong.

.A large native bank in Nantai, called 
the “Kin Tai Bank,” failed a few days 
ago for a very large amount of money, 
the total of which at present cannot be 


ascertained, The Hai Fong Ting has 





placed his seals upon the bank and upon 
the residences of the proprietors thereof. 
From the accounts we have received, 
it is said that one of the proprietors is 
the son of a former compradore of Messrs. 
Russell & Co. 

‘The mortal remains of tho deceased wife 
of ELE. the Viceroy Ho (fiij),were taken 
to the Anchorage on Friday last, the Ist 
instant. All the native officials turned out 
gn masie,—excopt the Tartar, General 
Governor, and Literary Chancellor,—and 
were present at the ceremonies. At the 
tea houses mid-way between Nautai and 
the city, the members of the Canton Club 
contributed the funeral repast, and it was 
quite a grand affair. No less than seven 
Jaunches were employed to convey the 
mourners and body down to the Anchorage. 
‘The remains, upon their arrival at Pagoda, 
were placed on board of a Chinese genboat, 
and on the following day the latter 
proceeded to Canton. H.E. the Viceroy, 
who accompanied the remains to the 
Anchorage, returned on Saturday Inst to 
the city. 

Wo aro pleased to note the erection of 
‘ memorial tombstone to the late Rev. 
Doctor Osgood, in the American Missionary 
Cemetery. The memorial has been erected 
by subscription by the friends, in Foochow, 
of the late Doctor Osgood,’ and is, very 
tastofully arranged. The memorial consists 
ofa white marble cross surmounted on a 
triple pedestal of the same material. Sur- 
rounding the grave and enclosing the stono 
is an iron railing of tasteful pattern set in 
a base of white marble. The cross on the 
front side bears the following inscription : 
“In the + of Christ I glory, Dauphin Wil- 
liam Osgood, M.D., born in Nelson, New 
Hampshire, U.S.A., arrivéd at Foochow, 
January 2nd, 1870. Died at Sharp 
Peale 17th August, 1860, in the 35th year 
of his age.”

HONGKONG, 

A court of inquiry assembled at tho 
U.S. Consulate on the Gth inst. to inquiro 
into the circumstances of the grounding of 
the American steamer Hainan, Captain 
James W. Conner, on the 4th March. 
‘The Court was composed of the following 
members :—Captain W. B, Cobb, American 
steamer City of Tokio, President; Captain 
A. A. McOaslin, American steamer Pingon, 
and Captain H. H. Cunningham, Chiness 
steamer Mecjoo, ‘The following was the find- 
ing of the Court :—That the steamer Hainan 
was stranded on the morning of the 4th 
March, 1881, at 2.40 am. on Pigmar or 
Double Hill Point on the island of Hainan, 
‘That every precaution was taken by the 
master in regard to course, leeway, and 
currents, but we think there was a slight 
error in judgment in not having hove the 
lead, considering the thickness of tho 
weather, although his reckoning by tho 
patent log showed forty miles from the 
entrance of the Straits. That the captain 
deserves approbation for the prompt 
manner in which he rescued the vessel 
from the dangerous situation and brought 
her into port. 

‘The British steamship Canton, Captain 

ues, which arrived on tho night of 
the 5th inst., reports left London on the 
6th Fobruary, but owing to unprecedented 
bad weather, she did not reach Port Said 
till the 28th’at 5 p.m. ‘The day after leav- 
ing London a heavy S.W. toN.W. gale was 
met with off Ushant, ‘which lasted till the 
morning of the 9th’ March, blowing with 
great fury, and the sea running very high, 
and sweeping completely over the steamer, 
doing great damage and washing away all 
water-casks, shoep-pens, &o., and staving 
in fore hatch, also starting the bridge deck, 
washing away the ladders, &c., and smash- 
ing port cutter ; one quartermaster was 
seriously injured, and soveral of the crew 
hurt. ‘The gale ‘moderated only for a fow 
hours, and enabled the vessel to got well 
into the Bay of Biscay, when it piped up 
again and blew terrifically, the sea again 
running very high, carsying avay all after 
gratings and wheel, and staving in after 
cabin and window, filling the cabin 
with water, and washing all the teak 
the after end of house. On 
the 15th, the Canton put into Gibraltar to 
repair the damage to donkey-engine, which 
occupied three days, and sailed on the 
18th, with a moderate easterly wind, 
which increased to a heavy gale on the 
2ist, with a high head sea, heavy rai 
thunder and lightning, ship going de: 
slow; this gale lasted past Malta; got 
moderate weather on the 25th, and on the 
26th, the first day at sea since leaving 
England, fine weather was enjoyed. While 
coaling at Port Said, the steamship Duke 
of Sutherland came in from sea, and struck 
the Canton on the port quarter, doing 
much damage. Entered the Canal on the 
Ast March ; reached Suez on the 3rd at 
daylight, where necessary repairs detained 
the steamer two days. From Suez fine 
weather was met with to Penang, which 
was reached at daylight on the 26th ; 
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arrived in Singapore on the 28th, and 
sailed again on the 30th at noou, and had 
fine weather and light monsoon up the 
China Sea, and arrived in Hongkong on 
tho night of the 6th instant.—Daily Press.

Immediately after tho Quinta’s departure 
some deserters from her crew came forward 
aud reported that there had been cases of 
the disease on-board during the voyage, 
It turned out too true, for these deserters 
i germs witli them and imported 








tives among whom they had lived 
and the disease spread rapidly. ‘The vessel 
entered the port with coffins suspended 





aud burglars of South China; the laziest, 
dirtiest and most immoral lot of rufiang 
that could be found, I verily believe, any- 
where on the faco'of the earth, In my 
last I under-stated our Chinese population. 
We hive now 13,000 mato adult Ohinese, oF 
more than the whole male adult population 
of all other nationalities, including Hawai- 
ians. Still if the respectable agricultural 
class, including a fair proportion of women, 

could be induced to emigrate they woulk 

be gladly welcomed and treated liberally 
and kindly, But a certain number must 
be women ; that is absolutely necessary, 

Only about a dozen foreigners have been 
attacked by the small-pox as yet, of whom 
four lave died, and comparatively fow 
Chinese, but it is thought, and with reason 
too, that they are secreting themselves, If 
the’ emigration had been allowed from 
Hongkong wo might have beon saved this 
importation of small-pox. Could not your 
Governor bo indicted for treason in driving 
the trade away from the Colony and from 
British-vessols ?

‘A most savage murder was committed on 
tho outskirts of the town on Sunday last 
by a Chinaman named Leong Lung on 
one of his own countryman, a vegetable 
yardener named Ah Leo, tho sole instiga- 
tion to the crimo being’ the inability of 
his victim to pay him the sum of $19. ‘The 
crimo was ovidently premeditated, as Leoug 
Lung took with him another Chinaman to 
assist him and carried a butcher's cleaver 
with which to kill his victim. ‘That his 
intention was to kill him outright seems 
evident from the statoment of Ah Lee that 
the two were about to bury him just as he 
lay if they had not been interrupted. A 
Chinaman named Lai Yan saw tho assault 
and ron to the assistance of Ah Lee, but 
Leong Lung’s confederate held him’ fast 
whilst tho latter comploted his brutal 
work, Other Chinamen appear to have 
heard the cries of the victim and of Lai 
Yan, aud it was not till they were seon 
coming towards them that the murderers 
ran away. "A reward has been offered for 
the apprehension of the murderer, but he 
lias not yet been found,—Daily Press

AUSTRAGT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 

February 23rd.—(1) Memorial from the 
Governor of Auliui, submitting a roturn of 
the troops, combatant and defensive, at 
present entolled in that province. ‘This 
return submitted in accordance with an. 
Imperial decree issued in the year 1862, 
‘calling upon each province to forward a list 
of the provincial armies at the closo of 
every year. In the case of the province of 
‘Auhui, this practice was interrupted by the 
late rebellion, owing to the loss of men and 








disappearance of the various rolsters and 
other documents necessary for the compila. 
tion of these returns. In the year 18 
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the standing army distributed in the various 
garrisons was raised to fifty per cont. of the 
fixed number, and in 1866, further enlist 
ments were made, raising the number, still 
higher... In the same year also, men for the 
combative brauch were enlisted to the 
number of thirty per cent. of the full 
amount, and from the year 1866 onwards 
returns of the numbers enlisted were 
annually submitted to the Throne, and it 
waa explained that when the provincial 


army had been raised to its old numerical 
standard, the returns would again be sent 
in in the form prescribed by the decree of 


1862. The time having now arrived for 
returns of the army to be furnished 
‘as existing at the close of the year 1879, 
the lists have been drawn up by the 
Financial Commissioner, and submitted to 
the memorialist for inspection, He has to 
observe that by the old standard, the army 
of Auhni should consist of 9,442 men, of 
whom 918 should be cavalry, 1,739 comba- 
tant infantry, and 6,785 employed for 
defensive purposes. ‘This standard has, 
however, never been reached since 
rebellion, but by yearly.additions the arm 
has again been raised to the following 
numbers :— 
Defensive troops, distributed, over

Combatant infantry ‘480 
Garrison at Su-chow: 
Garrison at Luny Shan-ying 





















(2) The Governor of Kirin reports 
has despatched the offering of sturgeon and 
other fish that is sent twice winter 
to His Majesty. When the Amoor River was 
frozen over this winter, hunters were sont 
to the waters where the sturgeon are to be 
found. They took ten sturgeon and 409 
other fish of various kinds, which were sent 
down to memorialist in December last. 
After carefully inspecting these fish, he had 
them wrapped in matting and entrusted 
them to a Lieutenant for conveyance to 
Poking. A list of the fish is forwarded 
separately.

Governor of Hunan, submitting an applica-

(2) Memorial from the Governor of 
Shéngking, soliciting the bestowal of a 
memorial board upon the temple to the 
river god at Hsin-min Ting, to whom 
prayers for protection on the occasion of 
crossing the river, and supplications for 
the abatement of floods have ever met with 
aready response. 

(8) The remainder of this day's Gazette 
is occupied by a memorial from the same 
oflicer, requesting the removal of a murder 
case to Peking, in which there is a suspicion 
of foul play, aud the evidence is most 
contradictory. The criminal, Li Yung-chih, 
confessed to the murder of ‘an official and 
his son, out of vengeance for the interrup- 
tion of his illicit intercourse with the wife 
of the former. ‘The woman, who was also 
wounded inadvertently by’ the assassin, 
declared thatthoughshe had known Li Yung- 
chih criminally before her marriage, she had 
since repented ofher misconduct, and would 
have nothing to say to him.’ She also 
charged one Kuan Chieh-hsiang with being 
‘an accessory to the crime. ‘This was at the 
preliminary investigation, and before the 
prisoners could be brought up for trial at 
Shéngking the woman died. Li Yung-chih 
then denied his previous confession, and his 
denial was corroborated by his wife, who 
further produced evidence to prove an 
alibi. The trial was postponed for the 
production of these and other witnesses, «nd 
ofticers were deputed to examine them.’ No 
report was received from these officers fora 
Jong time, so a Taotai was sent to assist in 
the investigation. He reported that there 












































were suspicious circumstances connected 
with the case which led him to believe 
that his colleagnes had been screening 
some one. He bezsed to withdraw there- 
fore from the enquiry, and requested that 
his associates might ‘also be withdrawn. 
It was Gually reported to the memorialist 
that Li Yung-chih had fallen sick in prison 
and died. Officers: were then sent to 
inspect the body, and they reported that 
Li Yung-chih died from the efforts of 
torture. ‘This report was subsequently 
altered by the committee of investization. 
Enquiries were a made, when it was 
discovered that the nails of the deceased 
were blue, and his wriste were broken, 
The memorialist, upon the application of 
the coroner, who pronounced himself 
unable to discover the actual cause of 
death, sent another officer with an 
experienced coroner to view the body, 
but on application to the Board of Panish- 
ments to associate an officer with the 
te, the Vice-Prosident refused on 
the ground that he liad laid this case before 
the Throne and had applied for the 
despatch of a high officer specially to enquire 
into the case. Under these circumstances 
the memorialist makes a similar application. 
Rescript: By a decree issued yesterday in 
auswer to Cli Hsin, We have ordered all 
the parties and documents in this case to 
be transferred to Peking. Let them, in 
accordance with the instruction contained 
in this decree, be forwarded without delay. 
February 25th. —(1) The Governor- 
xal at Foochow reports the arrival of 
wall Corean junk in distress at Hi 
province.

they lad set sail from the south of Corea 
intending to go northwards, but that they 
had been blown out of their course, and 
hind found themselves after twelve days off 
Hui-an Hsien, where the fishermen of the 
lace came to their aid.

men could not yet reach Taku or Tientsin 
in consequence of the closing of the naviga- 
tion, the memorialist proposes to keep 
them in Foochow until the spring, when 
they will be sent by steamer to Tientsin, 
vid Shanghai. 

(2) Memorial from the Governor of Ché- 
Kiang. It is required by law that a census 
of the population of every department and 
district in each yroviuce be taken once a 
year, and the results thus ascertained be 
reported to His Majesty. From returns 
furnished to the memorialist, based on 
the tithing lists which have been personally 
verified by cach Prefect, the memorialist 
finds that the population of Chékiang at 
the close of the Gth year of Kuang Sit (or 
1880,) was altogether 11,557,767.

We had 
not decided whether or no to grant 
the Governor-General’s request for the 
bestowal of a title on the deceased. Chang 
Kai, Expositor of the Han-lin, has now 
represented that the deceased officer had 
no claim to extraordiiary marks of dis- 
tinction, and he prays that those granted 
‘may be cancelled. We will not consider 
the application of the Expositor that theso 
marks of distinction be cancelled, but Wo 
desire all Governors-General and Governors 
to be more careful hereafter in satisfying 
themselves as to the validity of the claims 
they support for the bestowal of marks of 
distinction which are intended to testify 
the approbation of the ‘Throne for loyalty 
and devotion.

THE DUKE OF GENOA’s VISIT TO coREA. 


‘The Japan Gazette publishes a long 
account of the visit of the Italian corvette 
Vettor Pisani to Corea in August Inst, 
when it will be remembered her com- 
mander, H. R. H. the Duke of Genoa, 
was accompanied by Mr. W. Donald 
Spence, of H. M.’s Consular Service. 
Our contemporary does not mention the 
source of its information, but the narrative 
seems to be reliable, and coutai 
which have not been provionsly published 
here. First the Vettor Pisani visited 








Fosan, where His Royal Highness was 
received with exemplary respect and cor- 





diality by the Japanese Consul, Mr. Kondo, 
who was entrusted with a letter to the 
Governor of ‘Torai. ‘This epistle conveyed 
the grateful thanks of the Italian King to 
the Government of Corea for kinduess 
shown two years previously by the indigens 
of Quelpart Island to the sole survivor of 
a shipwrecked Italian crew. It was 
requested that the chief of the for 
visitors should be accorded an interview 
with the high representatives of: central 
authority, in order to convey to the latter, 
persoually and by word of mouth, the 
expression of his country’s gratitude for a 
grand act of international humanity. 

Some days afterwards, an official answer 
was received from Mr. Kondo, stating that 
communication of any kind was refused by 
the native authorities, and even receipt of 
letters already sent was declined. ‘This is 
said to have been the result that Mr. 
Kondo had, in frequent and friendly inter- 
views, deploringly predicted, averring that 
the Prefect remained in Torai, which placo 
was very distant; communication — was 
difficult ; and that the Coreans were utterly 
impracticable. Yet, during the greater 
part of this time, the Prefect himself was 
in Fusan, in -constant converse, if not 
actually living, with the Consul, and was 
detected on one occasion, following the 
Italian Prince and the English interpreter, 
and watching them with absorbing interest. 
However, apartof the Duke of Genoa’s object 
was gained by his sojourn in Fusan, He 
convinced himself that he had naught to 
expect from Japanese intervention, and 
hho sailed from the treaty port, as though 
he were leaving Corea for ever ; but, avoid- 
ing Gonsan, the second Japanese’ settle- 
ment, he steered for the harbour of Yung 
Hing, that place which is better known to 
foreiguers by in designation of 
Port Lazareft 

Here, away from Japanese influence, the 
people of the villages were found not ouly 
willing but arixious to enter into familiar 
relations with their strange visitors, 
Iutimacy was soon established; and tho 
interproter found “conversation” of marvel- 
lous facility with all classes and ages of 
tho natives, who were all well versed in the 
meaning of the Chinese written character, 
Most of thom carried tablets, pencil and 
ink; and, when these were’ absent, the 
sand of the beach and the point of a stick 
ora finger were an efficient and nover- 
failing substitute. No impediment was 
offered to the forcigners’ exploration of tho 
environs, * * * * 

In tho course of a fow days, intercourse 
botiween the strangers and the inhabitants 
entered yon a more importaut. phase,

The Coreans received, 
‘and promised to deliver, a letter, already 
repared, to their superior. They were 
informed that, if no reply ‘were received 
on tho morrow, a duplicate would be 
forwarded to the city under armed escort, 
fa threat which, it is hardly necessary to 
state, there was no intention of executing.
